_it is the position of the State that Mr. Sigmond is capable 
ox contributing to or paying for the cleanup of the Newark and Carlstadt 
s ^.e ?" . it may be true that Mr. Sigmond has several outstanding 
liabilities,, ̂ the Sigmond and Presto partnership is the owner. Of two parcels 
of property in Newark and Carlstadt which, may have substantial value 
tnat. can be contributed toward the cleanups. Moreover., Mr. Siem.ond and/ 
or ms wife, have substantial personal assets. I respectfully Submit 
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that the assets of the Sigmond and Presto partnershio, together with 
Sigmond's personal assets must be Submitted to support the cleanups 

of the Newark and Carlstadt sites. Therefore, Mr. Sigmond has a 
continuing obligation, pursuant to this Court's order to submit plans 
and participate in cleanups of the two SCP sites.
